I have been absent from Atlanta for several days, 
and have just bee ' handed a copy of THE Con 
STITUTION of the 30th ultimo,in which I see a card 
from Mr. D. N. Speer, who seems to be much 
troubled about a circular I have issued, but does 
noteven attempt to disprove a single statement 
contained therein. He says that I ‘‘presume’’ he 
will violate the law and divert the public funds 
from the state treasury, because he happens to 
own an interest in the bank of LaGrange. 
which is one of the state s depositories. Oh, no; 
I don’t “‘peesume’’ nor do | charge that Mr. Speer 
will violate the law in depositing § the 
state’s money in the said bank, but I do say that 
under the provisions of the depository law, ne 
would, if elected treasurer, ha¥e the right to de- 
posit the public funds coming into the treasury in 
this bank, in which he and his relatives men- 
tioned in my circularown so much stock, and of 
which he is the vice-president and one of his 
brothers cashier. 

Now, if Mr. Speer does not expect to be bene 
fited through his bank in this way, why, I ask, 
did he say to me while riding in a hack wiih 
Colonel A. G. Harris in Gwinnett county, ‘that 
he did not pretend to say that he wauted the of- 
fice for the salary.’’ This statement was made in 
response to the remark by me ‘‘that I was sur- 
prised that he, who is worth one hundred thou- 
sand dollars, should want the office, and incur 
the great risk, responsibility and perform the 
immense labor and give a two hundred 
thousand doilar bond for the $2,000 salary.’’ This 
he also told a gentleman in Atlanta, whose name 
I can give if necessary. Then what does he want 
it for? Why the thing is too patent to admit 
of argument. 

These depositaries are required to give a $50,-

And Vindicates His Course on Reconstructi 
Showing it to Have Been Conclusively 
Wise and Pradent— The Results 
Justify His Action. 


ATLANTA, October 4, 1880. 
To the People of Georgia: 

I have seen in Tue CONSTITUTION of yesterday 
the reply of General Lawton to my communi- 
cation addressed to you and published in that pa- 
per on the 29th ult., in which the general admits 
that whatever may have been true in the past. 
he is now a candidate for United States senator. 
But he declines in his communication to lay 
down any platform or make any promise as to his 
course in the senate if he sheuld be elected. The 
general says he will not, for the purpose of secur- 
ing favor, make any promise which he has no in- 
telligent hope of being avle to perform; and he 
therefore very judiciously declines to make any 
promise atall. There is asingle point in General 
Lawton's reply which I think properfto notice. 

In réference to my course on the reconstruction 
measures, General Lawton makes the point that 
I ised the acceptance of the terms dictated by 
the Bonqueror too soon. He thinks it was better 
to sGffer and endure fora season than promptly 
“to cast reproach upon the memories of those who 
had fallen in our cause.”’ 

After we had made as gallant a struggle as any 
people on earth ever did make, and were finally 
compelled to surrender to overwhelming numbers 
and boundless resources, how did we, when dis- 
armed and helpless, cast reproach upon the mem- 
ories of those who had fallen in our cause, by ac- 
cepting the terms dictated by the conquerer who 
stood over us with an army of one miilion two 
hundred thousand men upon the muster roll? If 
1 cast rebroach upon the memories of our dead he- 
roes in 1868 by advising the acceptance 
of the terms dictated by the conqueror, 
did not General Lawton and the 
democratic party cast Jike reproach upon their 
memories by accepting the same terms in 1872? 
If the acceptance of the reconstruction acts and 
the constitutional amendments wasa reproach 
upon their memories in 1868 and the acceptance 
of the same measures in 1872 wasnota reproach, 
will General Lawton inform the public at what 
precise point of time between 1868 and 1872 such 
acceptance ceased to be a reproach? 

How long are we to cherish the memorics of 
our gallant and heroic dead who fell in our glori- 
vuscause? hall it be for four years oniy? If so, 
then I was wrong in accepting the reconstruction 
acts in 18:8 and my opponent was right in accept- 
ing them in 1872. But if it is our duty and that 
of our posterity to cherish their memories perpet- 
ually, as I hold that it is, then I ask my opponent 
how it could be a reproach on their memories for 
me to advise an acceptance of the terms dictated 
by me cuogueror in 1868 and not a reproach for 
the democratic party ot the union to accept the 
Very ow ° *‘orms in 1872 and reiterate with in- 
creased emphasis the same acceptance in 1876 and 
880? 

If we had all accepted in 1868 we would have 
been readmitted to representation in congress and 
relieved of all semblance of carpet-pag rule, and 
our ‘‘present position would have been as good 
as it now is’’ four years sooner, and we would by 
the wisdom of our course in a still higher degree 
have retained the respect of our enemies and of 
the world, which he says we now so proudly en- 
joy. 

Let us for a moment take a practical view of 
this subject and judge of the merits of the act by 
the results that followed. South Carolina, Louisi- 
anaand Fidridain 1888 followed theadvice of the 
school of politicians ts which General Lawton 
belongs; and the white people of those states re- 
fused to accept the reconstruction meastres or to 
take any part in the proceedings under them.

vised by me and partially practiced by the white 
people of Georgia and the persist 
ent refusal to accept as practiced 
in the states above meutioned. Did South 
Carolina, Florida and Louisiana by “suffering and 
enduring”’ for so long a term, and losing to the 
democracy the presidency in 1876, cast less re- 
proach upon the memories ‘‘of those who had 
fallen in our cause,”’ than did Georgia by accept- 
ing more promptly and thus securing her vote to 
the democratic candidates in 1s72 and 1876? The 
proposition in favor of prompt acceptance is too 
plain for argument. To state it in the light of 
our experience for the last twelve years is to 
demonstrate it. 

The reconstruction measures secure to the col- 
ored race the right to yote underthe 14th con- 
siitutional amendment, the race with this 
right secured is to be counted in the representa- 
tive population of the states where they are 
located.

It fol- 
lows therefore that I was not wrongin 1868 when 
I advised the people of Georgia and of the south 
to accept promptly the reconstruction measures 
and thereby secure readmission to representation 
in congress, Nor did I cast reproach upon the 
memory of our heroic dead by my course. Four 
yea s later the democracy did just what I had ad- 
vised in 1868 and then repeated that act in 1876 
and again in  ~ 1880. And without the 
benefit of the colored vote which 
was secured to the south by the l4th and 
i5th amendments the triumph of the democracy 
in the present election would be an impossibility. 
In the light of sll these facts, I leave it you,to fel- 
low-citizens, to say whether I was untrue to Geor- 
gia when I told her the truth and at the expense 
of my popularity gave her people good advice. 
As it appears by Genera! L:wton’s letter that 
he had not seen the reports of his speeches that 
appeared in some of the newspapers, and as he 
denies the correctness of those he did see, in 
which he is reported as assailing me,I see no other 
pointin his published communication which re- 
quires attention.

“Young Men’s Library Association, 1867-1580 ” 
The stairway is an easy flight of steps aud lands 
you in a vestibule lading into the Mbrary hall 
proper.

A Peaertal Election. 

In view of certain developments of 
the somewhat remarkable canvass which 
has been presented under the auspices of 
the leaders of the Norwood party, we 
deem it prudent and timely to put all 
concerned upon notice that the peace- 
living, orderly citizens of the state expect 
and will insist upon a quiet election. It 
is to be hoped that Mr. Norwood’s cam- 
paigners will instruct such elements as 
they propose to put in operation at the 
polls to that effect.

As stated, we are inclined to believe that 
there will not be any disturbance at the 
polls in any portion of the state, but at 
the same time it would be well for the 
authorities to take every precaution. Six 
months ago no citizen of the state could 
have believed the governor of Georgia 
would be hooted down in Macon and:

The Battie of iking’s Mountain. 
The battle of King’s mountain, the 
centennary of wiiich will be commemo- 
rated with appropriate ceremonies which 
have already been inaugurated, although 
a comparatively insignificant affair so far 
as numbers are concerned, was in reality 
one of the most iniportant engagements 
of the revolutionary war. It was the 
first victory of the patriots after a long 
series of disasters. After a struzgle of 
five years, the theater of war had been 
transferred from Massachusetts to the 
south. A combined attack of the Amer- 
icans and their French allies on Savan- 
nah had been repulsed with great loss 
Charleston had been captured by the 
royalists, and the inhabited portions of 
Georgia, Florida and large portions of 
South Carolina had been reduced and 
overrun. Indeed, with the exception of 
the operations of the partisans under 
Marion and Sumter, active hostilities in 
Carolina and Georgia had nearly ceased, 
and Corwallis announced, on assuming 
command of the British troops, that he 
could find no opposition worth speaking 
of. The reinforcements sent south 
by Washington and placed under the 
command of Gates, were repulsed and 
routed, and on the 20th of August, 1780, 
Tarleton routed the forces of Sumter, cap- 
turing three hundred, and thus, as it ap- 
peared, put an end to opposition in South 
Carojina. After the battle of Camden, 


Cornwallis dispatched Major Ferguson to 
recruit the tories in the mountain re- 
gions. The patriots were overwhelmed, 
but not conquered.
